rous Democracy, we the. Lords. and Proprietors of the Province 
aforeſaid, have agreed to this following Form of Government, to 
be perpetually eſtabliſhed amongſt us, unto which we do 0-!ige 
our lelves, 'our Heirs and Succelfors, in the moſt binding. ways 
chat can be deviſed. 5 TH HETNTY 


"Hell ot the Lords Proprietors ſhall be Palatine, and upon 


:the:Deceaſe of the Palatine, 'the eldeſt of the (even furvi- 
ving; Prop ſhall always fccebl him. 
There ſhall bs ſeven other chief Office erected, viz. the Admirals; 


Chamberlains , Chancellors , Conſtables , Chief Tuſtices, High Stewards, 
and 
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Treaſurers , which Places ſhall be enjoyed by none-bur the Lords 


Proprietors, to be afligned at firſt by Lot ; and upon the vacancy 


of any one of the ſeven great Offices by Death or otherwile, the 


eldeft Proprietor ſhall bave his choice of the ſaid Place. 


The whole Province ſhall be divided into Counties ; each 
County ſhall conſiſt of eight Signiories, eight Barontes, and four Pres 
cin&s , each Precin# ſhall conſiſt of ſix Colontes. 


Each Signiory, Barony, and (olony, ſhall conſiſt of twelve thou- 


ſand Acres, the eight Signories being the Share of the eight Propri- 
etors, and the eight Baronies of the Nobilicy, both which Shares be- 
ing each of them one fifth part of the whole, are to be perpetu- 
ally annexed, the one to the Proprietors, the other to the heredi- 
tary Nobility, leaving the Colonies, being three Fifths, amongſt the 
People ; that ſo in Setting out, and Planting the Lands, the 
Ballance of the Government may be preſerved. 


At any time before the Year One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
one, any of the Lords Proprietors ſhall have power to Relinquiſh, 
Alienate, and Diſpoſe to any other Perſon, his Proprietorſhip, and all 
the Signiories, Powers, and Intereſt thereunto belonging, wholly 
and intirely together, and not otherwiſe. Burt after the Year 
One thouſand ſeven hundred, thoſe who are then Lords Proprie- 
tors, ſhall not have power to Alienate or Make over their Proprietor- 
ſhip, with the Signiories and Priviledges thereunto belonging, or 
any part thereof, to any Perſon whatſoever, otherwiſe than as in 
$. 18. but it ſhall all Deſcend unto their Heirs Male; and for want 
of Firs Male, it ſhall all Deſcend on that Landgrave or Caſsique of 
(arolina, who is Deſcended of the next Heirs Female of the ſaid 
Proprietor ; and for want of ſuch Heirs, it ſhall Deſcend on the 
next Heir general ; and for want of ſuch Heirs, the remaining 
ſeven Proprietors ſhall upon the Vacancy, chaſe a Landgrave to ſuc- 
cced the deceaſed Proprietor, who being choſen by the majority of 
the ſeven ſurviving Proprietors, he and his Heirs ſucceiſively ſhall 
be Proprietors, as fully to all intents and purpoſes as any of the 


reſt. 
That 
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That the number of eight Proprietors may be conſtantly kept ; 
if upon the vacancy of any Proprietorſhip, the ſeven ſurviving 


Proprietors ſhall not chuſe a Landgrave to be a Proprietor, before the 


ſecond biennial Parliament after the Vacancy ; then the next bien- 
nial Parliament but one after ſuch Vacany, ſhall have power to 
cbuſe any Landgrave to be Proprietor. 


Whoſoever after the Year One thouſand ſeven hundred, either 
by Inheritance or Choiſe, ſhall ſucced any Proprietor in his Pro- 
prietorſhip, and Signiories thereunto belonging, fhall be obliged to 
take the Name and Arms of that Proprietor whom he ſucceeds ; 
which from thenceforth ſhall be the Name and Arms of his Fa- 


mily and their Pofterity. 


Whatloever Landgrave or (aſsique ſhall any way come to be a 
Proprietor, ſhall take the Signiories annexed to the ſaid Proprietors 
ſhip , but his former Dignity, with the Baronies annexed, ſhall de- 
volye into the Hands of the Lords Proprietors, 


There ſhall be juſt as many Landgraves as there are (ounties, and 
twice as many CaſSiques, and no more. Theſe ſhall be the he- 


reditary Nobility of the Province, and by right of their Dignity be 


Members of Parliament. Each Landgrave ſhall have four Barontes, 
and cach ( aſique two Barons, bereditarily and unalterably annexed to, 
and ſetled upon the ſaid Dignity. 


The firſt Landgraves and CaſSiques of the twelve firſt Counties to be 


Planted, ſhall be nominated thus; that is to ſay, of the twelve - 


Landgraves the Lords Proprietors ſhall each of them ſeparately for 
himſelf, nominate and chxſe one; and the remaining four Land- 
graves of the*irſt twelve, ſhall be nominated and choſen by the Pa» 
latine's Court. In like manner of the twenty four firſt Caſsques, 
each Proprietor for himſelf ſhall nominate and chufe two, and the re- 
maining eight ſhall be nominated and choſen by the Palatine's Court ; 
and when the twelve firſt Counties ſhall be Planted, the Lords 
Proprietors ſhall again in the ſame manner nominate and chuſe 


twelve more Landgraves, and twenty four (aſfiques for the twelve 
— *- 7 next 
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next Counties to be Planted ; that is to ſay, two Thirds of cact 
number by the ſingle nomination of each Proprietor for himſelf, ang 
the remaining one Third by the joynt Etedion of the Palatine”s 
Court, and ſo proceed in the ſame manner till the whole Province 


of (arolina be Set out and Planted, according to the Propor- 


tions in theſe FUNDAMENTAL CONSTITU 
TF1QONS. 


Any Landgrave or Caſfique at anytime before the Year One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and one, ſhall have power to Alienate, 
Se!l, or Make over to any other Perſon, his Dignity, with the Baro- 
nies thereunto belonging, all intirely together. But afrer the Year 
One thouſand ſeven hundred, no Landgrave or Caſs1que ſhall have 
power to Alienate, Sell, Make over, or Lett the Hereditary Baronies of 
his Dignity, or any part thereof, otherwiſe then as in 5. 18, but 
they ſhall all intirely, with the Dignity thereunto belonging, De ſcend 
unto his Heirs Males; and for want of Heirs Male, all intirely and 
undivided, to the next Heir general ; and for want of ſuch Heirs, 
ſhall devolve into the Hands of the Lords Proprietors. 


T hat the due number of Landgraves and (aſSiques may be always 
kept up, if upon the Devolution of any Landgraveſhip or Caſsiqueſhip, 
the Palatine's Court ſhall not ſettle the develved Dignity, with the 
Baronies thereunto annexed, before the fecond biennial Parliament 
after ſuch Devolution, the next biennial Parliament bur one after 
ſuch Devolution ſhall have power to make any one Landgrave or 
Caſsique in the room of him, who dying without Airs, his Dig- 
nity and Barontes devolved. 


No one Perſon ſhall have more than one Dignity, with the Signio- 
ries or Baronies thereunto belonging. But whenloever it ſhall 
happen, that any one who is already Proprietor, Pandgrave, or 
Caſsique, ſhall have any of theſe Dignities deſcend to him by Inhe- 
ritance, it ſhall bear his Choice to keep which of the Dignities, with 
the Lands annexed, he ſhall like beſt; but ſhall leave the other, 
with the Lands annexed, to be enjoyed by him, who not being 
his Heir Apparent, and certain Succeſſor to his preſent Dignity, is 
next of Blood. 


Whoſo- 
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Whoſoever by Right of Inheritance ſhall come'to be Land- 
grave or Caſsique, ſhall rake the Name and Arms of his Predeceſſor 
in that Dignity, to be from thenceforth the Name and Arms of his 
Family and their Poſterity. 


Since the Dignity of Proprietor, Landgrave, or Caſſique, cannot be 
divided, and the Signiories or Baronies thereunto annexed muſt for 
ever all entirely deſcend with, and accompany that Dignity, when- 
ſoever for want of Heirs Male it ſhall deſcend on the Iflue Female, 
the eldeſt Daughter and her Heirs ſhall be preferred, and in the In- 


hericance of tholc Dignities, and in the Signiories or Baronies an- 


nexed, there ſhall be no Cobeirs. 


In every Signiory, Barony, and Mannor,. therreſpe&ive Lord ſhall 
have power in his own Name to hold Court-Leet there, for Try- 
ing of all Cauſes both Civil and Criminal ; but where ir ſhall 
concern any Perſon being no Inhabitant, Yaſſal, or Leetman of the 
ſaid Signiory, Barony, or Mannor, he upon paying down of forty 
Shillings to the Lords Proprietors uſe, ſhall have an Appeal from the 
Signiory or Barony Court, to the County Court, and from the Mannor 
Conrt to the Precint Court. 


Every Mannor ſhall conſiſt of not leſs than three thouſand Acres, 


and not above twelve thouſand Acres in one entire Piece and Colo- 


ny ; but any three thouſand Acres or more in one Piece, and the: 


Poſleiion oft one Man, ſhall not be a Manner, unleſs it be Conſti- 
tuted a Mannor by the Grant of the Palatine's Court.

The Lords of Signiories and Baronies ſhall have power onely of 5. 18. 


granting Eſtates not exceeding three Lives or thirty one Tears, in two 
Thirds of the ſaid Signiories or Baronies, and the remaining Third 
ſhall be always Deme/ne. 


Any Lord of a Mannor may Alienate, Sell, or Diſpoſe to any other 
Perſon and his Heirs for ever, his Mannoy, all entirely together, 
with allthe Priviledges and Leetmen thereunto belonging, o far 
forth as any other Colony Lands, but no Grant of any part thereof, 

either 
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either in Fee, or for any longer Term than three Lives, or one and 
twenty Tears, ſhall be good againſt the next Heir. 


No Manor, for want of [flue Male, ſhall be divided amongſt 
Coheirs; bur the Mannor, if there be but one, ſhall all entirely de- 
ſcend to the eldeſt Daughter and her Heirs, If there be more Man- 
ors then oae, the eldeſt Daughter firſt ſhall have her choſe, 
the ſecond next, and ſo on, beginning again ar the eldeſt, till al} 
the Mannors be taken up ; that ſo the Priviledges which belong 
ro Mannors being indivifible, the Lands of the Mannors to which: 


| they are annexed, may be kept entire, and the Mannor not looſe 


thoſe Priviledges, which upon parcelling out to ſeveral Owners 
muſt neceſlarily ceaſe. | 


Every Lord of a Mannor, within his Manner, ſhall have all the 
Powers, Juriſdictions, and Priviledges, which a Landgrave or Caſ- 
ſ:que hath in his Baromes. 


In every Sjgniory, Barony, and Mannor, all the Leet-men ſhall be 
under the Juriſdiction of the reſpective Lords of the ſaid Signiory, 
Barony, or Manor, without Appeal from him. Nor ſhall any 
Leet-man or Leet-woman have liberty to go off from the Land of 
their particular Lord, and live any where elſe, without Licence 
obtained from their {aid Lord, under Hand and Seal. 


All the Children of LZeetemen ſhall be Leet-men, and ſo to all 
Generations. 


No Man ſhall be capable of having a Court-Leet or Leet-Men, 
but a Proprietor, Landgrave, Caſsique, or Lord of a Mannor. | 


Whoever ſhall voluntarily Enter himſelf a Leet-man in the 
Regiſtry of che County Court, ſhall be a Leet-man. 


Whoever is Lord of Leet-men, ſhall upon the Marriage of a Leet- 
man or Leet-woman of his, give them ten Acres of Land for their 
Lives, they paying to him therefore not more than one eighth 
part of all the yearly Produce aud Growth of the {aid ten 
Acres. | No 
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No Landgrave or Caſs:que ſhall be Tried for any Criminal Caule, 
in any but the Chief Ju/tice*'s Court, and that by a Jury of his Peers. 


"There ſhall be eight Supreme (ourts. The firſt called The Palatine's 
(Court , conſiſting of the Palatine , and the other ſeven Proprie- 
tors. The other ſeven Courts of the other ſeven great Officers, 
ſhall conſiſt each of them of a Proprietor, and fix Councellors added 
ro him. Under each of theſe later ſeven Courts ſhall be a Colledge 
of twelve AſSiſtants. The twelve Aſsiſtants of the ſeveral Colledges 
ſhall be choſen ; two out of the Landgraves, (aſsiques, or eldeſt 
Sons of Proprietors, by the Palatine's Court ; two out of the 
Landgraves, by the Landgraves Chamber , two out of the ( aſs:ques, 
by the Caſsiques Chamber ; four more of the twelve ſhall be choſen 
by the (ommons Chamber, out of ſuch as have been, or are Members 
of Parliament, Sheriffs, or Juſtices of the County Court, or the younger 
Sons of Proprietors, or eldeſt Sons of Landgraves or CaſSiques ; the 
rwo other ſhall be choſen by the Palatine's Court, out of the ſame 
ſort of Perſons out of which the Commons Chamber is to chule. 


Out of theſe Colledges ſhall be choſen at firſt by the Palatine's 
Court, ſix Conncellors, to be joyned with each Proprietor in his 
Court ;, of which ſix one ſhall be of thoſe who were choſen into 
any of the Colledges by the Palatine's Court, out of the Landgraves, 
Caſsiques, or eldeſt Sons of Proprietors, one out of thoſe who were 
choſen by the Landgraves Chamber, and one out of thoſe who were 
choſen by the (aſFiques Chamber, two out of thoſe who were cholen 
by the Commons Chamber, and one out of thoſe who were choſen 
by the Palatine's Court, out of the Proprietors younger Sons, or el- 
deft Sons of Landgraves, Caſsiques, or Commons, Qualified as afore- 
ſaid. 


When it ſhall happen that any Conncellor dies, and thereby 
there is a Vacancy, the Grand Council ſhall have power to remove 
any Councellor that is willing to be removed out of any of the Pro- 
proprietors Courts to fill up the Yacancy, provided they take a Man 
of the ſame Degree and Choice the other was of , whoſe vacant 
Place isto be filled up. But if no Councellor conſent to be removed, 
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-or upon ſuch Remove, the laſt remaining vacant Place in any of 


the Proprietors Courts, ſhall be filled up by the choile of the Grand 
Council, who ſhall have power to remove out of any of the Colledgez, 
any Amiftant, who is of the ſame Degree and (hoice that Councel- 
lor was of, into whole vacant Place he is to ſucceed. The Grand 
Council alſo ſhall have power to remove any Aſ4ſtant that is wil- 
ling, out of one (olledge into another, provided he be of the ſame 
Dezree and Choice, Bur the laſt remaining vacant Place in any 
Colledge, ſhall be filled up by the ſame Choice, and out of the ſame 
Dezree of Perſons the AſSiſtant was of, who is dead or removed. 


No Place ſhall be vacant in any Prop zetors Court above fix Months. 


No Place ſhall be vacant in any (oledge longer then the next Seſfion 
of Parliament. 


No Man, being a Member of the Grand (ouncil, or of any of 
the ſeven Colledges, ſhall be turned out but for Miſdemeanor, of 


which the Grand (ouncil ſhall be Judge, and the Vacancy ot the | 


Perſon ſo put out ſhall be filled, not by the Ele&tion of the Grand 
Council, but by thoſe who firſt choſe him, and out of the ſame 
Degree he was of who is expelled. Bur it is not hereby to be vn- 
derſtood, that the Grand Council hath any. power to turn out any 
one of the Lords Proprietors or their Deputies, the Lords Proprie- 
tors having in themſelves an inherent original Right. 


All Ele&ions in the Parliament, in the ſeveral Chambers of 
the Parliament, and in the Grand Council, ſhall be Paſſed by Ba- 


loting. 


The Palatine's Court ſhall conſiſt of the Palatine, and ſeven Pro- 
prietors, wherein nothing ſhall be ated without the Preſence and 
Conſent of the Palatine or his Deputy, and three others of the Pro- 
prietors or their Deputies. This Court ſhall have power to call 
Parliaments, to pardon all Offences, to make Eleions of all Officers 
in the Proprietors dilpole, and to nominate and appoint Port- 
Towns : And allo ſhall have power by their Order to the Treaſurer 
to diſpoſe of all Publick Treaſure, excepting Money granted by the 
Parliament, and by them dire&ed to ſome particular publick Ule : 
And allo ſhall have a Negative upon all Acts, Orders, Votes, and 

| Judg- 
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ſudgments, of the Grand (ourcil and the Parliament, except onely 
as in. 6. and 12. And ſhall have all che Powers granted to the 
Lords Proprietors by their Patent from OUR SOVERAIGN 
LORD THE KING, except in ſuch things as are limited 
by theſe FUNDAMENTAL CONSTITUTI 


ONS. 


The Palatine himſelf, when he in Perſon ſhall be either in the 
Army, or in any of the Proprietors (ourts,{hall then have the Power 
of General, or of that Proprietor in whole Court he is then preſent, 
and the Proprietor in whoſe Court the Palatine then Preſides, ſhall 
during his preſence there be bur as one of the Council. 


The Chancellor's Court, conſiſting of one of the Proprietors and 
his fix (hancellors, who ſhall be called Yice-Chancellors, ſhall have 
the cuſtody of the Seal of the Palatinate, under which all Charters 
of Lands or otherwiſe, Commiſſions and Grants of the Palatine's 
Court, ſhall paſs. And it ſhall not be lawful to putthe Seal of the 
Palatinate to any Writing which is not Signed by the Palatine or 
his Deputy, and three other Proprietors or their Deputies. To this 
Court alſo belongs all State Matters, Diſpatches, and Treaties with 
the neigbor Indians. To this Court alſo belongs all Invaſions of 
the Law, of Liberty of Conſcience, and all Diſturbances of the Pub- 
lick Peace upon pretence of Religion, as allo the Licence of Print- 
ing. The twelve 4ſ5iſtants belonging to this Court, ſhall be called 


Recorders. | 


Whatever paſles under the Seal of the Palatinate, ſhall be Res 
giſtred in that Proprietor's Court to which the Matter therein con- 


rained belongs. 


The Chancellor or his Deputy ſhall be always Speaker in Parliament, 
and Preſident of the Grand Council, and in his and his Deputy's ab- 
{ence, one of his Yice-(hancellors. 


The Chief Jſtice's Court, conſiſting of one of the Proprietors and 
his ſix Chancellors, who ſhall be called Juſtices of the Bench, ſhall 
Judge all Appeals in Caſes both Civil and (riminal, except all ſuch 
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Caſes as ſhall be under the Juriſdiction and Cognizance of any 
other of the Proprictors Courts, which ſhall be Tricd in thole 
Courts reſpectively. The Government and regulation of the Re- 
giſtries of Writings and Contracts, ſhall belong to the Juriſc1- 
ction of this Court. The twelve 4ſs;tants of chis Court ſhall be, 
called Maſters. 


. The Conſtables Court, conlifting of one of the Proprietors and his 
ſix (onncellors, who ſhall be called Marſhals, ſhall order and deter- 
mine of all Military Affairs by Land, and all Land-Forces, Arms, 
Ammunition, Artillery, Garriſons and Forts, &c. and whatever 
belongs unto War. His twelve 4ſ$iſtants ſhall be called Lieatenanr- 


Generals. 


In time of actual War the Conſtable, whilſt he is in 1& 
Army, ſhall be General of the Army, and the fix Councellore, or 
ſuch of them as the Palatine*s Court ſhall for that time or Service 
appoint, ſhall be the immediate great Officers under him, and the 
Lieutenant-Generals next to them. 


The Admiral's Court, conſiſting of one of the Proprietors and hi3 
fix (ouncellors called Conſuls, ſhall have the care and inſpection 
over all Ports, Moles, and Navigable Rivers, ſo far as the Tide 
flows, and allo all the publick Shipping of Carolina, and Stores 
thereunto belonging, and all Maritime Affairs. This Court alſo 
ſhall have the Power of the Court of Admiralty; and ſhall have 
power to Conſtitute Judges in Port-Towns, to Try Caſes be- 
longing to Law-Merchant, as ſhall be moſt convenient for Trade. 
The twelve 4ſ:;ſtants belonging to this Court ſhall be called Pro- 
conſuls. 


In time of a&tual War, the Admiral whilſt he is at Sea, ſhall 
Command in Chief, and his fix Councellors, or ſuch of them as 
the Palatine's Court ſhall for that time and Service appoint, ſhall 
be the immediate great Officers under him, and the Proconſuls 
next to them. 
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The Treaſurer's Court, conſiſting of a Proprietor and his fix $- 43 


Councelloys, called Under-Treaſurers, ſhall take care of all Matters 
that concern the Publick Revenue and Treaſury. The twelve Afi- 
ſtants ſhall be called Auditors, 


The High Steward's Court, conſiſting of a Proprietor and his 
fix Conncellors, called Comptrollers, ſhall have the care of all Fo- 
reign and Domeſtick Trade, Mansfaftures, publick Buildings, Work- 
houſes, Highways, Paſſages by Water above the Flood of the Tide, 
Drains, Sewers and Banks againſt Inundations, Bridges, Poſt, Car- 
riers, Fairs, Markets, Corruption or Infeion of the common Air or 
Water , and all things in order to the publick Commerce and 
Health ; alſo Setting out and Surveying of Lands , and alſo Ser- 
ting out and appointing Places for Towns to be built on in the 
Precinfs, and the preſcribing and determining the Figure and 
bigneſs of the ſaid Towns, according to ſuch Models as the ſaid 
Court ſhall order, contrary or differing from which Models ic 
ſhall not be lawful for any one to Build in any Town. This 
Court ſhall have power alſo to make any publick Building, or any 
new Highway, orenlarge any old Highway, upon any Man's Land 
whatſoever, as allo to make Cuts, Channels, Banks, Locks, and 
Bridges, for making Rivers Navigable, or for Draining Fens, or 
any other publick Uſe. The Damage the Owner of ſuch Lands 
(on or through which any ſuch publick thing ſhall be made) 
ſhall receive thereby, ſhall be valued, and Satisfaction made by 
fuch ways as the Grand Council ſhall appoint. The twelve Aſi 
ſtants belonging to this Court, ſhall be called Surveyors. 


The Chamberlain's Court, conſiſting of a Proprietor and his fix 
(ounceltors, called Yice-(hamberlains, ſhall have the care of all Cere- 
monies, iPrecedency, Heraldry, Reception of publick Meſſengers, Pede- 
grees, the Regiſtry of all Births, Burials, and Marriages, Legitimation, 
and all Caſes concerning Matrimony, or ariſing from it ; and ſhall 
allo have power to regulate all Faſhions, Habits, Badges, Games,and 
Sports, To this Court alſo it ſhall belong, to Convecate the Grand 
Council, The twelve Aſiiſtants belonging to this Court, ſhall be 
called Provoſts. 
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All Cauſes belonging to, or under the Juriſdiction of any of 
the Proprietors (ourts, ſhall in them reſpeCively be Tried, and ulti- 
mately Determined, without any farther Appeal. 


The Proprietors Courts ſhall have a power to mitigate all Fines, 
and ſuſpend all Executions in Criminal Cauſes, cirher before or af- 
ter Sentence in any of the other inferiour Cree reſpectively. 


In all Debates, Hearings, or Trials, in any of the Proprietors 
Courts, the twelve AſSiſtants belonging to the ſaid Courts reſpe- 
fively, ſhall have liberty to be preſent, but ſhall not interpole, 
unleſs their Opinions be required, nor have any Yote at all ; buc 
their Buſineſs ſhall be, by the dire&tion of the reſpective Courts, 
to prepare {ſuch Buſineſs as ſhall be commirred to chem; as alſo 
ro bear ſuch Offices, and diſpatch ſuch Affairs, either where the 


Courr is kept, or elſewhere, as the Court ſhall think fir. 


In all the Proprietors Courts, the Proprietor, and any three of his 
Councellors ſhall make a Quorum; Provided always, that for the 
becter diſpatch of Buſineſs, it ſhall be in the power of the Pala» 
tine's Court to dire what "M0 of Cauſes ſhall be Heard and De- 
termined by a Quorum of any three. 


The Grand Council ſhall conſiſt of the Palatine and ſeven Proprie- 
tors, and the forty two Councellors of the ſeveral Proprietors Courts, 
who ſhall have power to Determine any Controverſies that 
may ariſe between any of the Proprietors Courts, about their re- 
ſpective Juriſdictions, or between the Members of the ſame Court, 
a bout their Manner and Methods of Proceeding : To make Peace and 
War, Leagues, Treaties, &c. with any of the neighbor Indians: To 
Iflue out their general Orders tothe Conſtable's and Admiral's Courts, 
forthe Raiſing, Diſpoſing, or Disbanding the Forces by Land or 
by Sea. 


The Grand Council ſhall prepare all Matters to be propoled in 
Parliament. Nor ſhall any Matter whatſoever be propoſed in 


Parliament, but what hath firſt paſſed the Grand Council; which 
after 
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afrer having been read three ſeveral Days in the Parliament, ſhall 
by majority of Votes be Paſſed or rejected. | 


The Grand Council ſhall always be Judges of all Cauſes and 
Appeals that concern the Palatine, or any of the Lords Proprietors, 
or ay (onncellor of any Proprietors Court,in any Caule which other- 
wile ſhould have been Tried in the Court in which the ſaid Coun» 
cellor is Judge himlelf. 


The Grand Council by their Warrants to the Treaſurer's Court, 
ſhall diſpoſe of all the Money given by the Parliament, and by them 
directed to any particular publick Uſe. 


The Quorum of the Grand (Council ſhall be thirteen, whereof a 
Proprietor or his Deputy ſhall be always one. 


The Grand Council ſhall meet the firſt Tueſday in every Month, 
and as much oftner as either they ſhall think fir, or they ſhall be 
Convocated by the (hamberlain's Court. 


The Palatine, or any of the Lords Proprietors, ſhall have power 
under Hand and Scal, to be Regiſtred in the Grand Council to make 
a Deputy, who ſhall have the ſame power to all intents and pur- 
poles as he himſelf who deputes him, except in confirming Acts 
of Parliament, as in $. 76. and except allo in nominating and chu- 
ſing Landgraves and Caſsiques, asin 4. 10. All ſuch Deputations ſhall 
ceaſe and determine at the end of tour Years, and at any time ſhall 
be revocable at the pleaſure of the Deputator. 


No Deputy of any Proprietor ſhall have anv power whilſt the 
Deputaror is in any part of Carolina, except the Proprietor whole De- 
puty he is, be a Minor. 


During the Minority of any Proprietor, his Guardian ſhall have 
power to Conſtitute and appoint his Deputy. 


The eldeſt of the Lords Proprietors who ſhall be perſonally in 
Carolina, ſhall of courſe be the Palatine's Deputy ; and if no Propries 
tor 
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tor be in Carolina, he ſhall chuſe his Deputy out of the Heirs Apparent 
of any of the Proprietors, if any ſuch be there ; and if there be 
no Heir Apparent of any of the Lords Proprietors above one and 
rwenty Years old in Carolina, then he ſhall chule for Deputy any one 
of the Landgraves of the Grand Council ; and till he have by Deputas 
tionunder Hand and Seal choſen any one of the forementioned 


Heirs Apparent or Landgraves to be his Deputy, the eldeſt Man of ths 


Landgraves, and for want of a Landgrave, the eldeſt Man of the Caſ- 
fiques who (hall be perſonally in Carolina, ſhall of courſe be his 


Deputy. 


Each Proprietor's Deputy ſhall be always one of his own fix 
(Councellors reſpeRively ; and in caſe any of the Proprietors hath not 
in his abſence out of Carolina a Deputy, Commiſſioned under his 


Hand and Seal, the eldeſt Nobleman of his Court ſhall of courſt 
be his Deputy. 


In every County there ſhall be a (ourt, conſiſting of a Sheriff and 
four Juſtices of the County, for every Precintt one. The Sheriff ſhall 
be an Inhabitant of the County, and have ar leaſt five hundred 
Acres of Freehold within the ſaid County; and the Juſtices ſhall be 
Inhabitants, and have each of them five hundred Acres apiece 
Freehold within the Precin# for which they lerve reſpeQively. 
Thele five ſhall be choſen and Commiſſioned from time to time 
by the Palatine's Court. 


For any Perſonal (auſes exceeding the value of two hundred 
Pounds Sterling, or in Title of Land, or in any (riminal (auſe, ei- 
ther Party upon paying twenty Pounds Sterling to the Lords Pro- 
prietors uſe, ſhall have liberty of Appeal from the (onnty Court unto 
the reſpe&ive Proprietor's (ourt. | 


In every Precin& there ſhall be a (ourt, conſiſting of a Steward 
and four Juſtices of the Precin#, being Inhabitants, and having 
three hundred Acres of Freehold within the ſaid Precin#, who 
ſhall Judge all Criminal Cauſes, except for Treaſon, Murther, and any 
other Offences puniſhable with Death, and except all Criminal 
Cauſes of the Nobility; and ſhall Judge alſo all Civil Cauſes wharſo- 
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ever; and in all perſonal Actions, not exceeding fif:y Pounds 
- Sterling, without Appeal : Bur where the Caule ſhall exceed that 
value, or concern a Title of Land, and in all Criminal Cauſes, there 
cither Party, upon paying five Pounds Sterling to the Lords Pro- 
prietors uſe, ſhall have liberty of Appeal ro the County Court. 


No Cauſe ſhall be twice Tried in any one Court, upon any rea- 
ſon or pretence whatloever. 


For 'Treaſon, Murther, and all other Offences puniſhable with 
Death, there ſhall be a Commiſion, twice ayear ar leaſt, granted 
unto one, or more Members of the Grand Council or Colledges, who 
ſhall come as itinerant Judges to the ſeveral Counties, and with 


the Sheriff and four Juſtices ſhall hold 4ſizes to Judge all ſuch 


Cauſes : But upon paying of fifty Pounds Sterling to the Lords 
Proprietors uſe, there ſhall be liberty of Appeal to the reſpeRive 
Proprietor's Court. 


The Grand Fury at the ſeveral 4ſsizes, ſhall upon their Oaths, 
and under their Hands and Seals, deliver in to the itinerant 
Judges, a Preſentment of ſuch Grievances, Miſdemeanors, Exigences, or 
Defes, which they think neceſſary for the publick good of the 
(ounty; which Preſentment shall by the itinerant Judges, at the end 
of their Circuit, be delivered in to the Grand Council at their next 
Sitting. And whatſoever therein concerns the Execution of Laws 
already made, the ſeveral Proprietors Courts in the Matters belong- 
ing to cach of them reſpe&ively sball take Cognizance of it, and 
give ſuch order about it, as shall be effe&tual for the due Execu- 
tion of the Laws. But whatever concerns the making of any 
new Law, $hall be referred to the ſeveral reſpe&ive Courts to 
which that Matter belongs, and be by them prepared and brought 
to the Grand Council, 


For Terms, there shall be Quarterly ſuch a certain number of 
Days, not exceeding one and twenty at any one time, as the ſeve- 
ral reſpective Courts shall appoint. The time for the beginning 
of the Term in the Precin& Court, Shall be the firſt Monday in Ja- 
nuary, April, July, and Ofober ; in the County Court, the firſt Monday 
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in Februa y, May, Auguſt, and November, and in the Proprietors 
Courts, the firſt Monday in March, June, September, and December, 


In the Precinct (Court no Man ſhall be a Jury-man under fifty 
Acres of Freehold. In the County Court, or at the 4ſsizes, no Man 
ſhall be a Grand Jury-man under three hundred Acres of Free. 
hold ; and no Man ſhall be a Petty Jury-man under two hundred 
Acres of Frechold. In the Proprietors (Courts no Man ſhall be a 
Tury-man under five hundred Acres of Freehold, 


Every Jury ſhall conſiſt of twelve Men ; and ic ſhall not be 
neceſſary they ſhould all agree, but the Yerdi# ſhall be according 
ro the Conſent of the Majority. 


It ſhall be a baſe and vile thing to Plead for Money or Reward , 
nor ſhall any one (except he be a near Kinſman, not farther oft 
than Coſin-german to the Party concerned) be permitted to Plead 
another Man's Cauſe, till before the Judge in open Court he hath 
taken an Oath, that he doth not Plead for Money or Reward, nor 
hath nor will receive, nor diretly nor indirectly Bargained 
with the Party whoſe Cauſe he is going to Plead, for Money or any 
other Reward for Pleading his Caule. 


There ſhall be a Parliament, conſiſting of the Proprietors or their 
Deputies, the Landgraves and (aſ$iques, and one Freeholder out of 
every Precin&, to be choſen by the Freeholders of the ſaid Pre- 
cint reſpeEtively. They ſhall Sir alcogether in onc Room, and 
have every Member one Vote. 


No Man ſhall be choſen a Member of Parliament, who hath leſs 
than five hundred Acres of Freehold within the Precin& for which 
he is choſen ; nor ſhall any have a Vote in chuſing the ſaid 
Member that hath leſs than fifty Acres of Freehold within the ſaid 
Precinft. 


A new Parliament ſhall be Aſſembled the firſt Monday of the 
Month of November every ſecond Year, and ſhall meet and Sit in 
the Town they laſt Sat in, without any Summons, unleſs by the 

Palatine's 
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Palatine's Court they be Summoned to meer at any other Place, 
And if there ſhall be any occaſion of a Parliament in theſe Inter- 
vals, it ſhall be in the power of the Palatine's Court to Aſſemble 
them in forty Days notice,and at ſuch Time and Place as the ſaid 
- Court ſhall think fit ; and the Palatine's Court ſhall have power to 
Diſſolve the ſaid Parliament when they ſhall think fir. 


At the opening of every Parliament, the firſt thing that ſhall be 
done, ſhall be the reading of theſe FUNDAMENTAL 
CONSTITUTI ONS, which the Palatine and Proprietors, 
and the reſt of the Members then preſent, ſhall Sub/cribe. Nor ſhall 
any Perſon whatſoever Sit or Vote in the Parliament, till he hath 
that Seſfion Subſcribed thele FUNDAMENTAL CON- 
STITUTIONS, ina Book kept for that purpole by the 
Clerk of the Parliament. 


In order to the due Ele&ion of Members for the Biennial Parlia- 
ment, it ſhall be lawful for the Freeholders of the reſpective Pre- 
cin&s to meet the firſt Tueſday in September every two Years, in the 
ſame Town or Place that they laſt mer in to chuſe Parliament-men, 
and there chuſe thoſe Members that are to Sit the next November 
following, unleſs the Steward of the Precin& ſhall by ſufficient 
notice thirty Days before, appoint ſome other Place for their 
Meeting, in order to the Elefion. 


No Act or Order of Parliament ſhall be of any force, unleſs it 
be Ratified in open Parliament during the ſame Seifion, by the Pala- 
tine or his Deputy, and three more of the Lords Proprietors and their 
Deputies,and then not to continue longer in force but until the next 
Biennial Parliament, unleſs in the mean time it be Rattified under the 
Hands and Seals of che Palatine himſelf, and three more of th- 
Lords Proprietors themſelves, and by their Order publiſh'd at the 


next Biennial Parliament, 


Any Proprietor or his -Deputy may Enter his Proteſtation againſt 
any Act of the Parliament, before the Palatine or his Deputy's Con- 
ſent be given as aforeſaid, if he ſhall conceive the ſaid Act to be 
contrary to this Eſtablſhment, or any of theſe FU ND A- 
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MENTAL CONSTITUTIONS of the Govern- 
ment. And in ſuch caſe after a full and free Debare, the ſeverai 
Eſtates ſhall retire into four ſeveral Chambers, the Palatine and Pro- 
prietors into one, the Landgraves into another, the (aſSiques into an- 
other, and thoſe choſen by the Precinfs into a fourth ; and if the 
major part of any of the four Eſtates (hall Votre that the Law is nor 
agrecable to this Eſtabliſhment, and theſe FUND A ME N- 
TAL CONSTITUTIONS of the Government, then 
it ſhall paſs no farther, but be as if it had never been propoſed. 


The Quorum of the Parliament ſhall be one half of thoſe who 
are Members, and capable of Sitting in the Houle that preſent 
Seſfion of Parliament. The Quorum of each of the Chambers of Par- 
liament, ſhall be one half of the Members of that Chamber. 


To avoid multiplicity of Laws, which by degrees always 
change the right Foundations of the original Goverment, all As 
of Parliament whatſoever, in whatſoever Form Paſled or Enacted, 
ſhall at the end of a hundred Years after their EnaQting, reſpe- 
Eively ceaſe and determine of themſelves, and without any Repeal 
become null and void, as if no ſuch Acts or Laws had ever been 
made, | 


Since multiplicity of (omments, as well as of Laws, have great 
inconveniences,and ſerve onely to obſcure and perplex. All man- 
ner of Comments and Expoſitions on any part of thele FUND A- 
MENTAL CONSTITUTIONS, or any part of 
the (ommon or Statute Law of Carolina, are abſolutely Prohibited. 


There ſhall be a Regiſtry in every Precin, wherein ſhall be 
Enrolled all Deeds, Leaſes, Judgments, Mortgages, and other Convey- 
ances, which may concern any of the Land within the ſaid Precin&, 
and all ſuch Conveyances not ſo Entred or Regiſtred, ſhall not be 
of force againſt any Perſon nor Party to the ſaid (ontraft or Cone 
Veyance. | 


No Man ſhall be Regiſter of any Precin&, who hath not at leaſt 
three hundred Acres of Freehold within the ſaid Precin&. 
The 
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The Freeholders of every Precin& ſhall nominate three Men, out 
of which three the Chief Juſtice's Court ſhall chuſe and Commiſſion 
one to be Regiſter of the ſaid Precin&, whillt he ſhall well behave 
himſelf. 


There ſhall be a Regiſtry in every Signiory, Barony, and (olony, 
wherein ſhall be Recorded all the Births, Marriages, and Deaths, 
that ſhall happen within the reſpeCtive Signiories, Baronies, and 
Colonies, | 


No Man ſhall be Regiſter of: a Colony that hath not above fifty 
Acres of Frechold within the ſaid Colony. 


The time of every ones Age that is born in Carolina, ſhall be 
reckoned from the Day that his Birth is Entred in the Regiſtry, 
and not before. 


No Marriage ſhall be lawful, whatever Contract and Cere- 
mony they have uſed, till both the Parties mutuaily own ir 
before the Regiſter of the Place where they were Married, and he 
Regiſter it, with the Names of the Father and Mother of each 
Party. 


No Man ſhall Adminiſter to the Goods, or have right to 
them, or enter upon the Eſtate of any Perſon deceaſed, till his 
Death be Regiſtred in the reſpeCtive Regiſtry. 


He that doth not Enter in the reſpe&ive Regiftry, the Birth 
ot Death of any Perſon that is born or dies in his Houſe or Ground, 
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ſhall pay to the ſaid Regiſter one Shilling per Week f&r each ſuch 


Negle&, reckoning from the time of each Birth or Death reſpe- 
Etively, to the time of Regiſtring it. 


In like manner the Births, Marriages, and Deaths of the Lords 
Proprietors , Landgraves, and (aſSiques, ſhall be Regiſtred in the 


Chamberlain's Court, 
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There ſhall be in every Colony one (onftable, to be choſen annu- 
ally by the Freeholders of the Colony : His Eſtate ſhall be above 
a hundred Acres of Freehold within the ſaid Colony, and fnch 
ſubordinate Officers appointed for his Afiſtance, as the County 
Court ſhall find requiſite, and ſhall be eſtabliſhed by the ſaid 
County Court. The Election of the ſubordinate annual Officers 
{ſhall be alſo in the Frecholders of the Colony. 


All Towns Incorporate ſhall be Governed by a Mayor, twelve Al- 
dermen, and twenty four of the (ommon-Council, The ſaid Commons» 
Council ſhall be choſen by the preſent. Houſholders of the ſaid 
Town, the Aldermen ſhall be choſen out of the Common-( ouncil, 
and the Mayor out of the Aldermen by the Palatine's Court. 


It being of great conſequence to the Plantation, that Port-Towns 
ſhould be builc and preſerved; Therefore whoſoever ſhall lade 
or unlade any Commodity at any other Place but a Port-Town, ſhall 
forfeit to the Lords Proprietors for each Tun ſo laden or unladen, 
the Sum of ten Pounds Sterling, except onely ſuch Goods as the 
Palatine's Court ſhall Licence to be laden or unladen elſewhere. 


The firſt Port-Town upon every River, $hall be in a Colony, and 
be a Port-Town for ever. | 


No Man ſhall be permitted to be a Freeman of Carolina, or to 
have any Eſtate or Habitation within it, that doth not acknow-. 


ledgea GOD, and that GOD is publickly and ſolemnly to be 
Worſhipped. 


As the Countrey comes to be ſufficiently Planted and Diftri- 
buted into fic Diviſions, it ſhall belong to the Parliament to take 
care for the building of (hurches, and the publick Maintenance of 
Dives, to be employed in the Exerciſe of Religion, according to 
the (hurch of England, which being the onely true and Orthodox, 
and the National Religion of all the King's Dominions, is ſo 
allo of Carolina, and therefore it alone ſhall be allowed to re- 
ceive publick Maintenance by Grant of Parliament. 


But 
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But ſince the Natives of that Place, who will be concerned in 
our Plantation, are utterly Strangers to (hriſtianity, whoſe Idolatry, 
Ignorance, or Miſtake, gives us no right to expel, or ule themill , 
" and thole who remove from other Parts to Plant there, will un- 
avoidably be of different Opinions concerning Matters of Reli- 
ion, the liberty whereof they will expe& to have allowed them, 
and it will not be reaſonable for us on this account to keep them 
out ; that Civil Peace may be maintained amidſt the diverſity of 
Opinions, and our Agreement and Compatt with all Men may be 
duly and faithfully oblerved, the violation whereof upon what 
pretence ſoever, cannot be without great offence to Almighty God, 
and great ſcandal ro the true Religion which we profels; and alſo 
that Jews, Heathens, and other Diſſenters from the purity of Chri- 
ſtian Religion, may not be ſcared and kept at a diſtance from it, 
but by having an opportunity of acquainting themſelves with the 
truth and reaſonableneſs of its Do&rines, and the peaceableneſs 
and inoftenfiveneſs of its Profeſſors, may by good uſage and perſwas 
ſion, and all thoſe convincing Methods of gentleneſs and meekneſs, 
ſuitable ro the Rules and Deſign of the Goſpel, be won over to em- 
brace, and unfeignedly receive the Truth , Therefore any ſeven, 
or more Perſons agreeing in any Religion, ſhall Confticute a 
Church or Prefeſsion, to which they ſhall give ſome Name, to dis 
ſtinguiſh it from others. 


The Terms of Admittance and Communion with any Church or Pro- 
feſſion, ſhall be written in a Book, and therein be Subſcribed by 
all the Members of the ſaid Church or Profeſſion ; which Book 
ſhall be kept by the publick Regiſter of the Precin& where they 
reſide. 


The Time of every ones Subſcription and Admittance, ſhall be 
Dated in the ſaid Book or religious Record. 


In the Terms of Communion of every Church or Profeſsion, theſe fol- 
lowing ſhall be three, without which no Agreement or Aſſembly of 
Men, upon pretence of Religion, ſhall be accounted a Church or Pro- 
feſsion, within theſe Rules :

I.* That there is a G O D. 

Il. That G O D # publickly to be Worſhipped. 

III. That it # lawful, and the Duty of every Man, being thereunto 
called by thoſe that Govern, to bear Witneſs to Truth ; and that every 
Church or ProfeſSion ſhall n their Terms of Communion ſet down the exter- 
nal Way whereby they witneſs a Truth as in the preſence of G O D, whether 
it be by laying Hands on, or kiſSing the Bible, as in the Church of Eno- 
land, or by holding up the Hand, or any other ſenſible way. 


No Perſon above ſeventeen Years of Age,ſhall have any benefic 
or protection of the Law, or be capable of any Place of Profit or 
Honor, who js not a Member of ſome (hurch or Profeſsion, having 
his Name Recorded in ſome one, and bur one religious Record at 
ONCE. 


No Perſon of any other Church or ProfeſSion ſhall diſturb or 
moleſt any religious Aſſembly. x 


No Perſon whatſoever ſhall ſpeak any thing in their religions 
Aſſembly, irreverently or ſeditiouſly of the Government or Governors, 
or State-Matters. 


Any Perſon Subſcribing the Terms of Communion in the Record of 
the ſaid Church or Profeſsion before the Precin& Regiſter, and any 
five Membersof the ſaid Church or Profeſſion, ſhall be thereby made 
a Member of the ſaid Church or ProfeſSion. 


Any Perſon ſtriking 'out his own Name out of any religious 
Record, or his Name being ſtruck out by any Officer thereunto 
authorized by each Church or Profeſsion reſpectively, ſhall ceaſe ro 
be a Member of that (burch or Profeſsion. 


No Man ſhall uſe any reproachful, reviling, or abufive Language, 
againſt the Religion of any Church or Profeſſion, that being the cer- 
tain way of diſturbing the Peace, and of hindring the Converſion of 
any to the Truth, by engaging them in Quarrels and Animoſities, 
to the hatred of the Profeſſors and that ProfeſSion, which otherwiſe 
they might be brought to aſſent to. 


Since 
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Since (Charity obliges us to wiſh well to the Souls of all Men, $- 107: 
and Religion ought to alter nothing in any Man's Civil Eſtate or 
Right, it ſhall be lawful for Slaves as well as others, to Enter 
themſelves, and beot what Church or Profeſſion any of them ſhall 
chink beſt, and thereof be as fully Members as any Freeman. But 
yet no Slave ſhall hereby be exempted from that Civil Dominion his 
Maſter hath over him, but be inall other things in the ſame Scate 
and Condition he was in before. 


Aſſemblies, upon what pretence ſoever of Religion, not ob- 5. 108, 
ſerving and performing the aboveſaid Rules, ſhall not be 
eſteemed as Churches, but unlawful Meetings, and be puniſhed as 
other Reots. | 


No Perſon whatſoever ſhall diſturb, moleſt, or perſecute another d. 1094 
for his ſpeculative Opinions in Religion, or his Way of Worſhip. 


Every Freeman of Carolina ſhall have abſolute Power and Au- &. 110: 
thority over his Negro Slaves, of what Opinion or Religion 
ſoever. 


No Cauſe, whether Civil or Criminal, of any Freeman, ſhall be $127. 
Tried in any Court of Judicatnre, without a Jury of his Peers, 


No Perſon whatſoever ſhall hold or claim any Land in Carolina by $. 112. 
Purchaſe or Gift, or otherwiſe, from the Natives or any other 
whatſoever, but meerly from and under the Lords Proprietors, upon 
pain of forfeiture of all his Eſtate, moveable or immoyeable, and 
perpetual baniſhment. 


Whoſoever ſhall poſſeſs any Freehold in Carolina, upon what v.73: 

Title or Grant ſoever, ſhall at the fartheſt from and after the 
Year One thouſand fix hundred eighty nine, pay yearly unto the 
Lords Proprietors for each Acre of Land, Engliſh Meaſure, as much 
fine Silver as is at this preſent in one Engliſh Peny, or the value 
thereof to be as a Chief Rent and Acknowledgment to the Lords Proprie- 
tors,their Heirs and Succeſſors for ever. And it ſhall be lawtul for 

G- - the 
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the Palatine's Court by their Officers at any time, to take a new Cure 
vey of any Man's Land, not to out him of any part of his Pofle:- 
ſion, but that by ſuch a Survey the juſt number of Acres, he pol- 
ſeſſeth may be known, and the Rent thereupon due, may be paid 
by him, 


All Wrecks, Mines, Minerals, Quarries of Gemms, and Precious 


Stones, with Pearl-fiſhing, Whale-fiſhmg, and one half of all Amber 


greece, by whomſoever found, ſhall wholly belong to the Loras 


Proprietors. 


All Revenues and Profits belonging to the Lords Pooprietors , in 
common, ſhall be divided into ten Parts, whereof the Palatin: 
ſhall have three, and each Proprietor one ; but if the Palatine ſhail 
Govern by a Deputy, his Deputy ſhall have one of thoſe three 
Tenths, and the Palatine the other two Tenths. 


All Inhabitants and Freemen of Carolina above ſeventeen Years 
of Age, and under fixty, ſhall be bound to bear Arms, and Serve 
as Soldiers whenever the Grand Council ſhall find it neceflary. 


A true Copy of thele FUNDAMENTAL CON- 
STITUTI ONS ſhall be kept in a great Book by the Re- 
Liſter of every Precint,to be Subſcribed before the ſaid Reziſter. Nor 
ſhall any Perſon of what Condition or Degree ſoever above ſeven-
